It can be stated with authority that Presi- 
dent McKinley has not declared his policy 
to any foreign representative, and that he 
will not do so, but will wait to hear what 
Spain has to offer. So far as can be learned, 
the policy of the administration is fixed 


only as regards the West Indies, and the | — 


President will insist upon the independence 

of Cuba and the annexation of Porto Rico. 
The disposition of the Philippines has not 

been decided nor can it -be until the war 


comes to an end. If it becomes necessary 


to storm San Juan and then Havana—main- 
taining a large army and navy for months— 
the bill of costs against Spain will be a 
larger one than it is at present. On the 
other hand, if Spain comes to the front 
promptly with proposals for peace at a 
time when Miles has made only a prelimi- 
nary landing in Porto Rico and there have 
been no active operations against Havana, 
the President would be inclined to be much 
more generous than he would be two or 
three months later. 

Before the war began President McKinley 
was deeply interested in the sufferings of 
the unfortunate concentrados, and he has 
not lost sight of the fact that since the war 
began they must be starving more terribly 
than ever before. Humanity to the suffer- 
ing Cubans, therefore, is a powerful argu- 
ment with him for immediate peace, and 
with the independence of Cuba admitted by 
Spain, as well as the annexation of Porto 
Rico, he would be inclined to yield a point 
or two so as to throw open the Island of 
Cuba to the relief ships. 


EARL OF MINTO 
APPOINTED CANADA’S 
GOVERNOR GENERAL. 


Successor of the Earl of Aberdeen 

Has Had a Varied Career, Having 

Secured More than Ten Years 
Ago a Military Post at Ottawa. 


London, July 25.—The Earl of Minto has 
been appointed Governor General of Canada 
in succession of the Earl of Aberdeen. 

Toronto, Ont., July 25.—[Special. }}-Gilbert 
John Murray. Kynmotnd Eliot, fourth 
Earl of Minto, was born in 1845. In 1883 he 
married the daughter of the Hon. Charles 
Grey. He was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and soon after completing his 
course was appointed ensign of the Scots 
Guard in 1867. 

The Earl of Minto in 1877 served with the 
Turkish army, took part in the Afghan war 
of 1879, and in 1881 became private secretary 
to General Lord Roberts at the Cape. 

He went as a volunteer in the Egyptian 
campaigm of 1882, and from 1883 to 1885 was 
military secretary to the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, then Governor General of Canada. 
He was chief of the staff in the Northwest 
rebellion of 1885. His estate comprises land 
to the extent of 16,000 acres.

Guantanamo Bay, July 25.—[Copyright, 
1898, by the Associated Press.]—The follow- 
ing pitiful appeal has been addressed by the 
starving people of Cienfuegos to Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson: 

“Honorable Sir: The Cubans, old men, 
women, and children, resident in the Town 
of Cienfuegos and this neighborhood, are 
all dying of hunger. The young men are 
ali in the field with the Cuban troops and 
have not shoes, neither food. All the pro- 
visions In this town are in the hands of the 
Spaniards. Cubans cannot obtain a piece 
of bread, as it is necessary to send every- 


‘thing to the field. The Weyler system is in 


the way. The situation is terrible. 

“If you, honorable sir, do not ome quick 
with your squadron in our help and take pos- 
session of this town, we shall be lost. We 
beg you to precipitate your operation. About 
5,000 old men, women, and children shall die 
of hunger in this town. Some of these old 
men have four or five sons fighting for 
freedom. This is our situation, horrible 


} situation, If the great people of the United 


States do not come quick in our help we are 
lost. For God's sake come quick. | 
“SomE CUBANS.” 
Nothing can be done for the people of 
Cienfuegos until that place is captured. 
This will not be for some time. 


Garcia Has No Battle. , 
Santiago de Cuba, July 25.—[Copyright, 
1898, by the Associated Presg,] — General 
Shafter authorizes an absolute contradic- 
tion of the report that Garcia recently 
encountered a force of Spaniards who were 


returning to Santiago to surrender and was 


defeated by them. 

The 7,000 Spanish soldiers in garrison 
at Guantanamo laid down their arms today. 
The 3,350 from Palma Soriano, San Luis, and 
Longo surrendered yesterday to Lieutenant 
Miley} and today pack trains with provis- 
ions were sent to them. . 


The only others included ii*the ‘capitula- 


tion are 2,000 troops at Baracoa and 1,000 at 
Sagua. They have not yet been turned over, 
but they are nowhere in General Garcia's 
vicinity. He is at Jiguany today, and 
reached there without’ any 
Spaniards. 


Colonel Ezra P. Ewers Se the Ninth In- 


fantry, acting for General/Shafter, will re- 


ceive the formal surrender of Guantanamo. 
Yesterday General Shafter released forty 
Cubans who had been confined in the local 
jail on political charges. Indeed, some 
of them were confined without charges of 
any character, others on the most trivial 
pretexts, and yet others solely because of 
sympathy with the insurgent cause. The 
jail is still filled with many whose crimes 
and sentences are not on record and are ab- 
solutely unknown, so far as has yet been 
ascertained. A general investigation has 
‘been ordered immediately. 


Entire Credit to Shafter. 


American newspapers which have arrived 
here contain articles written apparently un- 
der a misapprehension of the facts regard- 
ing the conduct of the campaign and the 
dictation of the terms of surrender. Gen- 


eral Miles was here simply as a visitor and 


adviser. 
In his official eapadity he had nothing to 
do with the terms of the capitulation, ihe 


entire credit for which belongs to General . 


Shafter, who on July 10 received the follow- 
ing dispatch from Washington of that’daie: 
** General Shafter, Siboney: The Secretary 
of War directs me to inform you that General 
Miles left here at 10:40 last night for San- 
tiago, but with instructions which do not 
in any manner supersede you as the com- 
mander of the United States troops in the 
field near Santiago so long as you are able 
for duty.

Five Hundred Fever Cases. 


General Shafter has forwarded the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Washington on the sub- 
ject of the army’s health:

General Miles Selects a Place on the South Coast of the 
Island, Near Ponce, for Disembarking the First” 


Sxpedition to Colony. 


PROMPT AND DECISIVE ACTION I8 ANTICIPATED. 


| It Is Expected That San Juan, the Capital, Will Soon: Be | In- 


vested and Captain-General Macias: Forced to 


Surrender to the Americans. 


TERRITORY TO BECOME PART OF THE UNITED STATES 


St. Thomas, D. W. I., July 25.—The 
United States troops are landing today 
on the Island of Porto Rico near Ponce, 
on the south coast. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Turk’s Island, West Indies, July 25.—The 

British schooner Ieta, from Jamaica, bound 
to Porto Rico for cargo, arrived here today 
and reports seeing fourteen American war- 
ships off Tortugas, Hayti, on Friday last, 
bound to Porto Rico. The Ieta was boarded 
by an officer of the gunboat Dixie and 
warned not to proceed to Porto Rico on ac- 
count of the blockade, so it came here to 
cable owners for instructions. 


Stops a German Ship Off San Juan. 


St. Thomas, July; 25.—Captain Lotze 
the German steamer Croatia, which arriv 
here yesterday and reported having bee# 
fired upon three times off San Juan 
Porto Rico on Saturday night by an Ame 
can warship, understood to be the United 
States cruiser New Orleans, was quoted 
in an interview today as saying that fhe 
solid shot fell within twenty yards of the 
ship. 

'The steamer was immediately stopped, but 

the Captain adds two more shots were fired 
over the Croatia’s bows from close range. 
Later an officer frqm the New Orleans 
boarded the Croatia and asked if the ship 
was injured. Captain Lotze was highly 
indignant at being fired upon, as he consid- 
ered his ship was outside the blockading 
zone.

Opinion in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[Special.J— 
No official advices have been received by 
the War department, but the officials here 
fully credit the report that General Miles 
landed his force successfully in Porto Ri 
today, and it is believed the American 
now floats over somé part of the island. 

The only uncertainty is as to the exact 
point at which the landing was made. Gen- 
eral Corbin said that General Miles had 
orders which gave him the widest discretion 
and he had ample authority to disembark 
his army wherever he thought the conditions 
justified it. 

The officials say that Miles may have 
looked into Guanica and then landed at 
Fajardo, or vice virsa. They were inclined 
to think that after considering every con- 
tingency he would make Fajardo his first 
stopping place, because it is so near the 
capital, leaving Ponce, which is another 
of the three objectives, to be invested later 
on. In view of the press dispatches; how- 
ever, stating t a landing wes effected 
near Ponce, it is generally understood that . 


General Miles followed out his original plan ‘ 


and landed his troops in the beautiful Bay 
of Guanica, where it is known there are no 
Spanish soldiers and where he could make 
a landing without any necessity for lighters 
or small boats. 


Doubt as to Landing Place. 


If this is the case the advance guard of 
Miles’ little army is undoubtedly tonight in 
possession of Yauco, the terminal of the rail- 
road which runs to Ponce. One reason 
which leads military men to believe that 
after all Miles may have gone to Fajardo is 
the report of an unsuccessful demonstra- 
tion against Bahia Honda, which is not far 
from Fajardo, on the east coast, so that it 
would be quite natural for Miles to make a 
feint of landing there just as was done about

Dewey Shows to the Dead. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE BY JOHN BAR- 
RETT, EX-MINISTER TO SIAM, TO THE

TRIBUNE.) 

Manila, June 21.—Many interesting inci- 
dents fill in the days while the squadron is 
waiting the arrival of the Charleston and 
troopships. A German man-of-war came 
into port recently with one of the crew dead. 
Before proceeding to the anchorage of the 
European fleet and joining its sister ships 
it stopped in Cavite Bay not far from the 
Olympia and sent a funeral party ashore. 

Its ensign was half-masted, and out of 
compliment Admiral Dewey ordered the 
American ships to half mast their flags. 
‘The dead man was only an ordinary seaman, 
but the act was both impressible and sug- 
@estive of kindly sentiment at a time when 
some unhappy remarks are let drop-about 
Germany’s alleged unfriendly attitude 
toward America. Death makes all near to 
it forgetful for the moment of discordant 
notes. # 

Speaking of the Germans, it is undeniable 
that there is more discussion of their atti- 
tude and intentions than of the plans and 
purposes of.all other nations represented 
by ships here. Whether the facts war- 
rant so much talk I cannot positively state, 
but at this writing it is worthy of note that 
there are four German men-of-war lying 
opposite Manila—the Kaiser, Kaiserin Au- 
gusta, Irene; and Cormorant—three of which 
are large vessels and the last a fair-sized 
gunboat. 


Spaniards Glad to See German Ships. ° 

Any two of them would be fully equal to 
protecting German interests if what I am 
told by Manila residents is true. Whether, 
therefore, the Germans are working for ef- 
fect or simply making doubly safe I cannot 
state, but I can add that the Spaniards are 
greatiy pleased when they see additional 
German ships arrive, and do not conceal 
their feelings. | 

On the other hand, the relations between 
Admiral Dewey and the German Admiral 
and the latter’s commanding officers are ap- 
parently most agreeable. Calls are ex- 
changed, and the German officers do not 
maintain personally an offensive attitude. 


The German Consul comes at intervals to 


eonsult with the Admiraj and nothing js re- 
ported as being said that would indicate 
any ill feeling on either side. Still, the talk 
goes on. Incidents are cited to prove that 
the situation is not as it ought to be. 


. Kaiserin Augusta Salutes the Port. 


' The other day when tha Kaiserin Augusta 
came into Manila Bay it saluted the port. 
Considering that a virtual blockade exists 
and that Manila is at the mercy of Admiral 
Dewey, this seemed a peculiar, if not impoll- 
tic, thing to do. I cannot say that it wasin- 
tended in any way tO be an insult to the 
American squadron, because had it been 
Admiral Dewey would probably have de- 
Mmanded an apology at once; but the English 
ships do not salute the port when they enter, 
and it is hardly naval etiquette to salute 
any port that is under blockade and could 
be entirely, in un enemy's hands . within 
twenty-four hours, if the enemy saw fit to 
bombard it.. The German men-of-war prob- 
ably, however, experienced sufficient chagrin 
to prevent’ a repetition of the incident, in 
that the port never returned the salute. The 
00d feeling that now exists between Brit- 
ains and Americans is well attested, 


Cordiality of the English Sailors. 

The other day I overheard a brief conver- 
Bation that shows the way the wind is blow~ 
ing. I came alongside the Olympia in a 
launch. The commander of the Immortal- 
ite, Captain Chichester, had just come over 
to call on Admiral Dewey in his launch. As 
the two boats approached within hailing dis- 
tance one of the crew in the American boat 
asked one of the Britons if he had heard 
any news.

| larly pleasing or whether he was inhis usual! 
genial mood, he gave me a kind welcome 
and I was indeed glad.to grasp the hand of 
the man who had led and directed the 
American forces in the first great decisive 


naval battle of the present war. , 
Battle of Manila Carefully Planned. 
In answering my inquiries about the bat- 

tle, the Admiral said: 

“This battle in Manila Bay was fought in 
Hongkong harbor. That is, the hard wor 
‘was done there; the execution here was not 
difficult. 

. “ With the codperation of the officers of the 
fleet ‘my plans were carefully studied out 
there, and no details omitted. Any man who 
had a suggestion.to offer was heard, and if 
it was a good one it was adopted. After the 
indications of war were so strong that it 
appeared inevitable I devoted my’ time and 
ee to making every preparation pos- 
e. 

“When we left Hongkong and anchored 
in Mirs Bay, outside of the neutrality limits, 
I had determined upon my line of action. 
When we left there, a few days later, we 
sailed away ready for battle, and expecting 
ao a as we reached the neighborhood of 
a. 


Under Steam All the Time. 


“‘From that hour of departure till we drew 
out of action Sunday morning, May 1, after 
destroying the Spanish squadron, we prac- 
tically did not stop the engines of our ships. 
We came directly across from the China post 
to that of Luzon, headed down toward the 
entrance of Manila Bay, reconnoitered Subig 
Bay, where it had been rumored we would 
find the enemy, made the entrance to Manila, 
passed Corregidor Island by the south chan- 
nel in the darkness of the night, and steamed 
across the bay close to Manila, where at 
break of day we discovered the Spanish fleet 
off Cavite. : 

“ Signaling to prepare for action and fol- 
low the flagship, I gave orders to steam past 
the enemy and engage their ships. The re- 
sult you can see by looking at the sunken 
vessels in the harbor. 

“ Every ship and every man did his duty 
well, and the marvel of it all is that not 
one man on our side was killed or even 


on the ships was of a trivial nature, al- 
though the Spaniards kept up a lively fire 
until their gun decks were no longer out of 
water and they had no men to man the guns. 


Tribute to Spaniards’ Bravery. 

“The Spanish Admiral, and officers, and 
crews fought bravely, and deserved credit 
for their valor, but all their vessels were 
either destroyed or sunk, with a loss of sev- 
eral hundred killed and nearly as many 
wounded. 

‘The battle was fiercely fought as long as 
it lasted, but the superiority of our fleet a 
ships, guns, men, and marksmanship soo 
won for us the victory.”’ 

It is evident that the government at Wash- 
ington reposes unlimited confidence in the 
Admiral and leaves to him the entire con- 
duct of his campaign in Spanish waters. 

This is as it should be, but when the 
Secretary of the Navy informs him directly 
that the government has full confidence 
in his judgment and discretion there comes 
with the sense of personal gratification also 
a feeling of responsibility that must weigh 
heavily on him. 


Grateful for Country’s Confidence. 


Despite this responsibility Admiral Dewey 
said, as he held a telegram in his hand, just 
received from Washington, which contained 
the message of the Secretary, *‘ That ex- 
pression of confidence pleased me more than 
all the congratulations I have received.”’ 

This remark shows the man. He is not

Jacksonville, Fla., July 25.—[Spectal.]— 
General Lee does not hesitate to express his 
desire to enter Havana as soon as practica- 
ble, but the General recognizes the folly of 
attempting such a thing just now. His two 
years” residence in Havana as Consul of the 


United States gave him practical experience 


as to the climatic conditions in Cuba during 
the summer, and he has given his im- 
pressions on the subject to the public through 
magazine articles since his return from 
Cuba. 

The fatherly interest which General Lee 
takes in his soldiers prompts him to prefer 
to have his troops remain here, where they 
can be well cared for until the early fall, 
when there will be little danger from sick- 
ness in sending them to Cuba. 

Much complaint is heard of the poor sani- 
tary arrangements, both at Tampa and 
Miami, and unless there are changes for the 
better in the latter place troops may be 
moved to Jacksonville. Less than 2 per 
cent of the soldiers has been sick at the 
latter camp. 

The Fourth Illinois Regiment was taken 
out this morning by Colonel Andel and put 
through a skirmish drill instead of the regu- 
lar morning drill. The maneuvers were be- 
tween the regimental camp and the halfway 
house on the rock road, two miles out. The 
men deployed ovt, advanced, and after a 
sharp skirmish captured an imaginary 
enemy.

Secretary Howard obeyed the summons 
of the inquisitorial body and was on hand 
when the jury met, but he did not bring the 
books of the club. He expressed his willing- 
ness to produce them, but assured the mem- 
bers of the grand jury there was nothing in 
them to show the club had received any, 
remuneration from the bookmakers or had 
officially recognized the pool selling at all. 
With this assurance the indictments proba- 
bly will be returned this merning without 
the jurors seeing the books. — 


Meiers Uses His Privilege. 


The only other witness who was not in ac- 
cord with Mr. Hill and the Civic federation 
was Charlies J. Meiers, supposed to be the 
confidential agent of John Condon, control- 
ler of the Harlem track and the man who is 
said to have paid the Washington Park cjub 
$60,000 for the pool selling privilege.“ Meiers 
took refuge from most of the questions by 
Gectining to answer. The other witnesses— 
H. B. King and Frank MacMahon—were both 
employed by John Hill Jr. and the Civic fed- 
eration to collect evidence. 

President Wheeler and Secretary Howard

turbed by submarine explosions as pictur- 
esque in detail and as terrible in suggestion 
as those which occurred today in the sound 
between Willets Point and Fort Schuyler. 
Three of the large observation mines, 
which, with many others, had been placed in 
the channel at that point when hostilities be- 
between this country and Spain; were 
touched off at noon in accordance with the 
ernment policy of getting rid of these 
obstructions, now that the need of them is 


past. 
General Wilson, chief of the Board of En- 
gineers, and his staff; Major G. D. Knight, 


Major Adams of the New York harbor mine 
defenses; Colonel Henry M. Roberts, Presi- 
Gent of the Board of Engineers; and Con- 
gressman Pierce were among those who wit- 
nessed the spectacle from the end of the 
long government pier at Willets Point. | 

Thousands of spectators lined the shorés 
on both sides of the sound, while hundreds 
— near the scene of cperations in small 

ats. 

The position of the mines is marked by 
buoys. About a dozen of them were laid 
down at the beginning of the war. Most 


exploded from a point on the shore by means 
of wire connections:. They are pear shaped, 
about three feet in diameter, and each con- 
tains 500 pounds of gun cotton. 

The destructive area of one of these 500 
poynd torpedoes is a circle whose radius is 
a t sixty feet. 

When the first mine was touched off a 
large three-masted schooner had drifted 
to a point within 500 feet of the disturbance. 
It rose on the terrific wave thrown up as 
gracefully as a swan, but its crew must 
have spent an unpleasart five minutes in 
consequence of the proximity. 

. The first mine exploded was near the Fort 


given by Major Knight to Sergeant Carrol, 
stationed in a brick house containing the 
switchboard and situated about 300 feet in- 
land. There was a moment’s breathiess 
pause and then came a sound like the low 
rumbling of an earthquake that shook the 
ground and set the government pier a-trem- 
ble. Then almost simultaneously a huge 
conical-shaped mound rose to a height of 
forty or fifty feet above the level-surface of 
the sound, throwing out cascades from its. 
sides as it gathered force and bursting toa 
shower of spray at the apex like an active 
volcano. 

The mound seemed 100 feet in diameter, 
and as it subsided it threw the water for 
hundreds of yards around into violent com- 
motion. The wavés as they rose, fell, and 
jostied one another disclosed to view the 
gleaming bodies of thousands of dead fish. 

Scarcely had the effects of the first ex- 
plosion died away when two other mines 
within sixty feet of each other were set off. 
The explosion of the two was almost simul- 
taneous and was to all intents and purposes 
a single spectacie. 

The effect was singular and beautiful, the 
water rising to a height of 100 feet and main- 
taining for a brief moment the appearance 
of an iceberg evolved from the depths by a 
magician’s wand. The peaks and minarets 
of this watery berg caught the rays of the 
sun and painted them into rainbow colors, 
while from every column of spray shot 
myriad brilliant drops that shone like dia- 
monds. Again the earth shook and the deep

GUARD BRITTON’S BODY WITH CLUBS. 
The gloomy side of life was brought to the fore yesterday Ina 
sharp revival of the war between undertakers and Coroner for 
ibe possession of dead bodies. Coroner Berz received a notice 
ring the morning, made out on a printed blank form, that 
the body ‘of Marshall Britton lay dead at the office of Patrick 
McInerney, undertaker, 748 West Forty-third street. The notice 


proceeded: | 


‘According to the laws of Illinois I forbid you as Coroner to | 


remove the remains until viewed by a jury. . . .You haveno au- 
thority under the law to remove aforesaid described remains, 
and I shall hold youresponsible, both civilly and criminally, for 
any illegal acts of yourself or deputies.”’ 

When Deputy Coroner Bach arrived at McInerney’s place, 
which is a livery stable, he found some forty men there, seated 
on camp stools, lining each side of the long barn. Most of them 
had clubs in their hands, and it looked to Bach as though there 
was a plan afoot to forcibly resist any attempt to remove the 
body. He called upon a police sergeant who was present toclear 
the stable. This was done, and after impaneling a jury and 


. viewing the body Mr. Bach adjourned the inquest to Kinney & 


Doherty’s, another undertaking office, at 5488 South Halsted 
street. After waiting an hour and no witnesses appearing, he 
continued the inquest until 2 p. m. today at the same place. It 
is believed by those conversant with the facts that Bach’s con- 
servative course averted serious trouble. Britton, it is thought, 
died of heart disease. 


SAD INTELLIGENCE FOR TWO FATHERS.

The news of the de- 
struction of Spanish vessels and the sur- 
render of Spanish armies cannot be kept 
from the people forever. The Madrid gov- 
ernment may feel, as is intimated, that re- 
bellions and insurrections are less likely to 
be caused by peace negotiations than by an 
uninterrupted series of Spanish defeats.

A Madrid dispatch to a London paper 
states that the Spanish government is about 
to propose an armistice in order to discuss 
the terms upon which peace can be made. 


nate if able to secure at this moment a 
suspension of military operations on the 
part of the United States, which is just 
about conquering Porto Rico and will in a 
little while obliterate the last vestige of 
Spanish rule in the Philippines. While an 
armistice would not give Spain an oppor- 
tunity to reinforce. Blanco or send more 
soldiers, to Porto Rico or Manila it would 
tie the hands of this country foratime. It 
would have to continue spending: money for 
army and navy purposes, but would be un- 
able to make any use of its seamen or sol- 
diers. 

If an armistice were granted Spain would 
set to work with redoubled energy to make 
European alliances. France, Germany, 
and Austria, seeing this country stop short 
in its conquering career in order to give 
deceitful, treacherous Spain an opportunity 
to recuperate, would conclude that the 
Americans were fools, with whom it would 
be safe to try all kinds of experiments. The 
war having ceased temporarily, they 
might announce that hostilities must not be 
renewed, for the world’s peace had been 
disturbed long enough, and that Spain must 
be allowed to retain all it had not lost. 

If military operations were stopped 
in order to discuss the terms of peace 
Spain would protract that discussion as 
long as possible in the hope that the 
Americans, tired of spending money with- 
,out accomplishing anything, would agree to 
make peace on terms which would save to 
Spain some part of its colonial possessions. 
Consequently the American government 
cannot afford to listen to any armistice 
proposals. If the Spanish government feels 
like making a statement of the terms on 
which, it is willing at this time to sue for 
peace, let it telegraph those terms to Presi- 
dent McKinley. It Will take him about five 
minutes to read them, If they are unsatis- 
factory, he will say “no” to them. If

The story told in the spe- 
cial correspondence of THE 
TRIBUNE and now con- 
firmed by the statement of 
the heroic Red Cross nurse, Miss Janet Jen- 
nings, in reference to the treatment of the 
sick and wounded soldiers who arrived at 
New York from Siboney, Cuba, on board the 
troop transport Seneca a few days ago proves 
the cessity of a thorough investigation 
by e government if it is to escape re- 
sponsibility for the outrage or prevent its 
repetition in future. According to these 
statements these men were removed from 
the hospital ship Relief, where there was 
ample room and every convenience for them, 
and placed on board the Seneca without being 
furnished with suitable food or medicines, 
and only such other CGonveniences as 
could be hastily gathered together by Miss 
Jennings when the transfer was made. Al]- 
though a large number of the men were 
suffering from wounds, it is sald that the 
two young surgeons in charge had not a 
Single surgical instrument, besides being 
without medicines. The -sole object of the 
persons responsible for this shameful affair 
seems to have been to get these unfortunate 
men off their hands without regard to their 
fate or future comfort. It is gratifying to 
know that the matter is to undergo an in- 
vestigation; and for the credit of the gov- 
ernment and in justice to all concerned it 
is to be hoped that it will be most thorough, 
in order that the responsibility may be placed 
on the really responsible parties. 


AMERICAN EXPORTS TO CUBA. 

In 1803, when the reciprocity agreement 
made by the Harrison administration was 
still in force, American exports to Cuba 
amounted to 25 million dollars. During 
the same year the Cuban imports from 
Spain were valued at about the same sum. 
Those from other European countries 
amounted to nearly 6 million dollars. Hence 
the ability of the Cubans, under the most 
favorable conditions of Spanish rule, was 
measured by the sum of about 60 million 
dollars. The consumptive capacity of the 
I’drto Ricans was much less, being under 
20 million dollars. While that island had 
haif as many people as Cuba at a time 
when the population of the larger island 
had not been reduced by war and starva- 
tion,, it has no populous and wealthy city 
like Havana. The consumptive capacity of 
the Porto Ricans per capita was less than 
that of the Cubans. 

The maximum volume of imports into 
Cuba when the island was under Spanish 
rule would have been greater if customs 
duties and internal taxes had not been 
intolerably high. <A large percentage of 
the wealth produced annually by the Cubans 
and the inhabitants of Porto Rico also was 
extorted from them by Spain in order to 
support a profligate, corrupt system of gov- 
ernment. When the two islands enjoy the 
blessings of American rule the imports will 
increase enormously; firstly,

labor of the people will be taken by the 
government, and, secondly, because the 
volume of products of all kinds will increase 
enormously under a better government. 

Under normal conditions the population 
of Cuba was only double that of Porto 
Rico, although the area of the larger island 
is ten times that of the smaller island. The 
explanation is that much of.Cuba is still 
in a state of nature. The hilly regions in 
the eastern part of.the island are still 
covered with forests, though the Span- 
iards have been masters for four centurics. 
The government has been so vicious that 
the inhabitants have not had that induce- 
ment -to reduce virgin land to cultivation 
which would have existed under better con- 
ditions: There will be a change the moment 
American rule is established. , 

The old sugar plantations will be put 
in operation and new ones created. The 
United States will afford a good market 
for all the sugar the fertile Cuban soil 
can produce. The coffee growing indus- 
try introduced into the island many years 
ago, but abandoned when the growing of 
sugar cane became more profitable, will 


bacco raising, always profitablg, will be 
carried on with renewed energy. As Cuba 
is south of the frost line, tropical fruits 
like pine apples, bananas, and cocoanuts, 
and all kinds of vegetabtes designed for 
American consumption in the winter 
months, will find a profitable market near 
at hand. 

Cuba will borrow from the United States’ 
enterprising men ‘millions of capital and 
progressive American methods of doing 
business in the fields and in the cities. 
Steam and electric railroads will be built 
everywhere in a country’ which has no 
decent highways as yet. Rich agricultural! 
regions now practically inaccessible will 
be opened up to settlement. Forests of 
valuable timber will be swept away for ex- 
port, and the area of cultivable land in- 
creased.’- While tens of thousands of Ameri- 
cans will spend their winters in Cuba seck- 
ing for health in its balmy climate, other 
Americans will become permanent in- 
habitants, devoting themselves with Ameri- 
can energy to the development of the 
agricultural, mineral, and other resourccs 
of Cuba, 

Since Cuba, when in the possession of the 
Americans, will furnish a market almost at 
once for American farm and factory prod- 
ucts valued at 50 millions a year, mug- 
wumps who oppose the acquisition of Cuba 
are fighting the interests of American pro- 
ducers. That is not a wise position to 
take. When the producers come to under- 
stand the situation they will have no friendly 
feeling for those mugwump enemies. The 
producers should be represented at the Sar- 
atoga convention of the “ anti-imperialists ” 
and apti-national expansionists by men who 
will be able to enlighten that gather- 


expansion. , 

‘Beyond guestion the ultimate destiny of 
Cuba will be settled by those tens of thou- 
sands’ of Americans who will become 
permanent residents in Cuba after the evic- 
tion of the Spaniards. First of all the 
island will have a military government. 
That will be succeeded by some territorial 
form of government for the new dependency 
under which law and order can be main- 
tained, trade and industry developed, and 
personal rights guarantecd.

ACTIVE DAYS CLOSE AHEAD. 

This week is likely to prove active in 
a military way and next weck will be 
even more so. General Miles has landed 
on ‘Porto Rican soil with his preliminary 
forces of about 6,000 men, strong in 
artillery. By next week he will have 
25,000 or 30,000 men on the. island, 
including three Illinois regiments, with 
considerable artillery and some cavalry. 
This, it is believed, was his own calcula- 
tion. Certainly if the government can pro- 
cure the necessary transport steamers it 
‘may be confidently anticipated that 30,- 
000 troops will be on the island at various 
points or steaming toward it within a week 
from today, and it is safe to say that no 
time will be wasted between the landing 
of the troops and the forward movement 
against the efemy. The full strength of 
Sampson’s fleet, too, will be on hand to co- 
operate by the bombardment of all forti- 
fications that show any resistance. No 
spare ship will be left idle when the 
moment- comes to push things and pump 
shells into the Spanish defenses. 

There are at least two reasons for be- 
lieving that the conquest of Porto Rico 
will be pushed with unusual vigor. First, 
the island is still free of yellow fever, and, 
as the President ig anxious to get possession 
of it at the earliest possible moment, he 
has every reason for hastening the work 
‘and no reason that could incline him to 
delay. Second, nearly all the volunteers 
are now completely equipped and clothed, 
armed with good rifles and well 
broken in and seasoned for rapid marching 
and hard campaigning. Therefore there 
is no need for keeping them out of active 
service. 

All the Illinois volunteers of the three 
arms of the service, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Eighth and Ninth Infantry, 
will probably be set to work within a week, 
including the “ fighting” Irish Seventh, 
camped near Washington and howling to be 
sent to the front. Of the 150 volunteer 
regiments, whose ranks are now full to 
overflowing, 125 are fit to go into the field. 
Hence the President has plenty of troops 
for service any day he orders them forward. 

There is only another month ‘of hot 
weather. The nights are now growing 
longer and the days shorter. The dreaded

THe 
TRIBUNE predicts that bodies of troops will 
be landed at various suitable points on the 
north and south shores of Cuba during the 
next twenty or thirty days. It predicts 
that these invading detachments will ob- 
tain footholds for serious encroachments on 
the enemy’s territory, and that the area of 
such encroachments will soon enlarge— 
some of them rapidly. It is almost ready 
to predict that before Oct. 1 Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco will be sending out a white 
flag: and inquiring for terms of surrender 


He will be convinced, and Spain, too, that 
the fight is lost and that the sponge may as 
well be thrown up. 

Terms of peace will not be stated by this 
country until Cuba, and Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines are under American control 
and possession, beneath our flag.

| During the last five years a number of 
Chicago building and loan associations 
have gone to the wall. In some instances 
the smashup was due to incompetent man- 
agement, which it might not have been easy 
to guard against. Other failures were due 
to downright dishonesty, which could have 
been guarded against. Too much confi- 
dence was reposed in the men who did the 
stealing. There is one of them in the Cook 
County Jail now who was trusted in too 
much and too long, to the great loss of 
those who did the trusting. Had they been 
more distrustful he might have been more 
honest. Unbounded confidénce is some- 
thing which some men appreciate, but 
which others are tempted to abuse, espe- 
cially when they geta littlehardup. 
There has just been arrested at Louis- 
ville, whence he is to be taken back to 


President of a national bank and a sav- 
ings bank in that town. For a series of 
years he plundered those two institutions 
and was not detected until he had dis- 
posed of nearly their entire funds, 
or over $600,000. He was able to 
steal so much, during so long a time, 
because everybody had so much con- 
fidence in him. It was not deemed nec- 
essary to investigate closely the accounts 
of so “honest and trustworthy” a man. 
A little distrust and suspicion would have 
done the stockholders of those banks a 
world of good. as 

There is a certain middle course to be 
pursued in dealing with those who handle 
the funds of others. It is not necessary to 
drop around every day to look into their 
accounts or to ask whether they have 
levanted with the funds in hand. It is ex- 
pensive and unnecessary to have them 
watched continually and their every act 
inquired into. On the other hand, it is 
dangerous to give them too free a hand, to 
neglect reasonable precautions, and to as- 
sume that because they were all right a

WORK OF FORWARDING BONDS. 


Enormous Amount of Clerical Labor in 
Supplying the 300,000 Sub- 
scribers. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—The follow- 
ing statement concerning the new bond 
issue was made at the Treasury Gepartment 
‘today: 

“The first shipment of the new war bonds 
was made today. They consisted of 1,000 
bonds of $20 each and 1,000 bonds of $500 
each. The public mind is poorly prepared 
to comprehend the enormous labor and 
multitudinous details connected: with this 
great popular loan. In the first place, after 
the rejection and return of thousands of 
subscriptions to which no allotment could 
be made, there remain about 300,000 persons

** It is not a. question only of 300,000 names. 
The name, including State, county, town, 
and street number of each subscriber, must 
be transcribed and rewritten in various ways 
at least ten times. This is equivalent to 
entering once, thus fully extended, three 
million or more names. This mere clerical 
work is, however, but a part of the prob- 
lem; the collection of checks and drafts re- 
ceived as payment for bonds, the computa- 
tion of interest, preparation of checks in set- 
thement. for the same,. the engraving and 
printing of ten kinds or deneminations of 
bonds, the accurate disposition of these in 
envelopes properly addressed: all these are 
a part of the problem that must be solved 
without error or omission. One simple fact 
will impress the mind withthe magnitude of 
the operation. Each envelope must be sealed 
with three seals, which means that 900,000 
seals in wax must be imprinted to outgoing 
bonds. 

““ Another important feature is the limita- 
tion tn the ability of the express agency to 
-feeeive, forward; and ‘deliver’ :the 
afte® they are committed to their care: for 
this purpose. This limitation is estimated 
by the express company at 5,000 items per 
day. Possibly if this limitation of ability did 
not exist—it is a naturally prudent limit, 
since on an average of only $500 in each 
envelope the express company would re- 
ceive as fiduciary agents $2,500,000 of the 
securities per day, and if it required an aver- 
age of three days to make deliveries, there 
would be a continuous trust of $7,500,000, as 
large an amount, perhaps, as the responsibil- 
ity of the express company would justify. - 
-“ The facts thus cited go to show that 


less may rest secureinthe certainty that the 
bonds will come to them all In due time they 
must patiently wait the operation of the gov- 
ernment machinery. It Is understood that 
deliveries on the subscriptions of $500 and 
less, for which the money has been all re« 
ceived, will be made before the larger sub- 
scriptions are attended to. Of these small 
subscriptions there are 230,000 in*number, 
and it is estimated that forty days will be 
required for their delivery. From this it 
will appear that subscribers in amounts 
larger than $500 will not begin to receive 
their bonds until after Sept. 1. From that 
date on the bonds will bé put in the hands 
of the larger subscribers quif#e rapidly, since, 
numerically speaking; they aggregate less 
than one-third of the number of smali sub- 
scribers. In the meantime the larger sub- 
scribers will be officiatly notified by the 
Treasury department when and how pay- 
ments in addition to the 2 per cent deposit 
will be required, and before remitting funds 
they are requested to await such notice, 
Much confusion will thereby be avoided,”’

ARTHUR SEWALL 
LOSES ONE OF HIS 
SHIPS BY FIRE. 


Kenilworth Reported at Valparaiso 
as Destroyed After Having Made 
the Trip from the Hawaiian Is. 
lands—Two of the.Crew Dead. 


- Ban Francisco, Cal., July 25.—[Special.]-- 
A dispatch received here reports that the 
ship Kenilworth, bound from Hilo, Ilawali, 
for New York with a cargo of sugar, has 
put into Valparaiso on fire. Both the Cap- 
tain and mate are reported dead. ; 
The Kenilworth arrived at San Francisco 
March 1 from New York and cleared from 
this port April 1 for Hilo, Hawaii, where 
a full cargo of sugar was taken on board. 
The vessel sailed from Hilo May 22 and 
was out about sixty days when it was de- 
stroyed, as stated in the dispatches. 

The Kenilworth fas a speedy four-masted 
clipper ship built in Port Glasgow, Scot- 
land, by John Reid & Co., in 1877. It was 
of 2.203 tons gross measurement, 300 feet 
long, 43.1 feet beam, and 24 feet depth. 
Several years ago it was given an American 
registry. 

The crew of the Kenilworth shipped from 
this city. The following named composed it:

G. Baker. Under his command it earned a 
reputation for speed, making trips from 
Liverpool to San Francisco in 106 and 115 
days. 3 
Captain Baker was well known in this port. 
He first came here twenty-five years ago. 
He was born about sixty-five years ago at 
Cape Cod. He leaves a widow and two grown 
daughters at Cape Cod. First Mate A. B. 
Piper was 38 years of age, a native of Maine, 
and had been on the Kenilworth for six 
years.

BUILDING UP A GREAT ARMY. 


Adjutant General Makes a Statement 
of the Progress Made in Or- 


ganizing the Forces. — 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—Adjutant 
General Corbin tonight made public a state- 
ment of the progress made in the organiza- 
tion of the regular and volugteer armies of 
the United States up to and including July 
24. In the ninety days which have elapsed 
since the President issued his first call for 
volunteers an army of 261,400 men has been 
recruited, mustered, equipped, and placed 
in thé field, an achtévement that has elicited 
surprise and admiration from the best in- 
formed military authorities of Europe. 

The personnel of the army is far superior 
to that of any body of men hitherto raised 
for military purposes by the United States. 
Every man recruited, whether for the regu- 
lar or fcr-the volunteer army, has undergone 
a careful physical examination, conducted 
by disinterested and competent Officers. 

As a general proposition, therefore, the 
army is physically without a flaw. Quite 
naturally the requirements for the regular 
service are more rigid than those for the 
volunteers, because recruits for the regular 
army, being considered merely as individ- 
uals, are obligg@l to undergo a more severe 
examination than the volunteers, many of 
whom are taken into the service as organiza- 
tions. The statement indicates that only one 
in four applicants for admission to the reg- 
ular army was accepted by the mustering 
. officers and medical examiners. In this way 
a notably high class of men has been secured 
for the army. } 

Of the 216,500 volunteers authorized by 
Congress 212,000 have been placed in the> 
field, nearly all of them fully equipped. In

8 OWN ‘SORRPSPOND- 


[BY THE TRIB 
DLE HAPLAIN OF 
IRST REGIMENT, OIS INFANTRY.|] 


Steamship City of Macon, July 10.—After 
the pilot left us on July 5 we formed into 
the order prepared by the Commodore, which 
was three abreast. In the first line were the 
Comanche, City of Macon, and Unionist, 
towed by a large tug converted into a gun- 
boat. In the second line were the Gate 
City and Specialist, and away behind the 
Hudson. We had expected the transport 
Colonia, but’up to the time we left it had not 
come. The three men-of-war took their 
positions at the points of a triangle outside 
the transports, the Machias at the apex, 
the Leyden off to the left, and the Wilming-. 
ton to the right, and thus we proceeded over 
a light, rolling sea and a path of sunlight. 
About 2 o’clock in the afternoon we sighted 
off on the port bow the Elbow Key light- 
house. At 6:15 p. m., while taking suppgr, we 
passed it, entering the Nicholas Channel. 
All were anxious to get the first glimpse of 
the Cuban coast and many searching glassos 


were turned that way. 

We sighted the northern, coast of Cuba 
about noon on July 6. As we were in dan- 
gerous waters no lights were burned that 
night except the red danger signals glowing 
at the stern of each boat. A stranger was 
sighted by the Machias, and the fleet re- 
ceived orders to draw in and keep so all 
night. The next morning the boats were 
all huddled together, with the warships on 
the outskirts, like a herd of frightened 
sheep and the gray dogs on guard ready to 
protect their charge. 


Strange Vessels Are Sighted 

At noon of July 7 through the haze the 
faint outlines of Cape de Lucretia were 
sighted, and a little to the west a stranger 
of questionable character. Amid considera-. 
ble excitement and much conjecture signals 
were exchanged and the fleet drew together 
again. Later we found that the stranger 
was steaming our way, and what lent a 
high percentage of interest was the fact 
that that formidable-looking vessel was 
growing larger every moment. That looked 
like business. It was found out later to be 
the British cruiser Talbot, and again our 
boats began to separate. 

At 3 o’clock on the morning of July 8 we 
were startled from our slumbers by a heavy 
cannonshot. I stepped out of my cabin into 
a breathless stillness save for the wash of 
the waves and the wail of the wind up 
among the rigging. The red danger signals 
had yanished from the different vessels and 
all was darkness and silence and mystery. 
After awhile I heard a low murmur of 
voices and began to gather from the gloom 
a few familiar figures attired in pajamas, 
when a blinding flash cut the darkness and 
a stream of light tlluminated a large, dark 
vessel lying to some distance off our star- 
board bow. It was the flashlight of the 
Machias playing over a large English tramp 
ship. After going around some time and 
playing its Nght freely, the Machias made 
up its mind that all was well, steamed back 
to its charge, signaled the command to pro- 
ceed, and again we pursued oureven way. I 
‘léarned afterwards from Capfain Savage of 
this ship that at four bells (2 o’clock) the 
Machias discovered this stranger sneaking 
along in the darkness and gave the signal 
to close up and out lights. When this order 
was executed the Machias signaled to lay 
to and, not being obeyed, sent a shot across 
the stranger’s bows and then awaited. the 
development which followed. Our Captain 
says he certainly expected a response to | 
that shot, for he thought the dark, sus- 
| picious-looking stranger a Spanish warship. . 


Arrival Off Guantanamo. 


At 6 o’clock in the morning we were op- 
posite the lofty hills of Cape Maisi, the most 
eastward point in Cuba. We turned Cape 
Maisi at 8:45 and took a westward course, 
passing small villages, nestling, and high 
mountains, breaking in bluffs over the 
water. Behind these rose faintly the peaks 
_of other ranges indistinct amid the haze and 
distance. At 3 o’clock we hove to off Guan- 
tanamo, while the Machias went shoreward 
for further orders, and here we lay and 
rolled ten miles from land, to the great dis- 
gust of all, until near 8 o'clock, when the 
Machias gave the signals to proceed slowly. 

Arriving on the morning of July 9 we found 
ourselves lying about five miles off land, and 
many vessels, from the heavy battIships to 
small dispatch boats, including the trans- 
ports, which had preceded us, lying along 
the shore. As we approached the shore the 
outlines of buildings, among them biock- 
houses, standing on the spurs of the moun- 
tains, grew quite distinct. Even the roads 
with their reddish looking soil could be seen 
winding their way over the hills. The tug 
Sandy came up to meet us and gave us all 
the late news, comprising the report gf*the 
destruction ef the fleet. . 

Among other things we learned that the 
name of this place was Siboney, a village on 
the little sandy height of the rock-bound 
bay formed by the opposite abrupt points 
of two low cliffs running along the coast 
dine and backed by the green broken heights 
of a*lofty mountain range.

LAWYERS FIGHT TO AID JACKS. 


Number of Advocates Scramble to De- 
fend the Alleged Murderer— 
Defense to Be an Alibi. 


There was a disagreement among a num- 
ber of attorneys in Judge Baker’s court yes- 
terday when the case against George H. 
Jacks and William J. Willows, charged with 
the murder of Milkman Andrew F. McGhee 
at the door of an apartment house at 2030 
Indiana avenue last February, was called. 
They all claimed to have been retained by 
Jacks, who seemed in some doubt as to which 
one properly represented him. Alexander 
F. Green finally took charge of the case, and 
eight jurors were secured. 

Willows pleaded guilty to the charge, and 
he has already confessed his share in the 
crime. It is understood Jacks will try to 
set up that it was Willows who struck the 
blow and prove an alibi for himself. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Olson will ask for 
the infliction of the death penalty. ° 

Jacks was once chief of police of Muske- 
gon, Mich., and was arrested for highway 
robbery near the scene of the McGhee mur- 
der a few days after that crime was com- 
migted. He was implicated by Willows’ con- 


fession. 


OBJECTORS FILE .A PETITION. 


National Safe Deposit Company Says 


the Board of Education Appraisers 
Were Not Properly Sworn In. 


The National Safe Deposit company filed 
with the Board of Education Committee on 
School Fund Property yesterday a petition 
objecting to the recent revaluation of First 
National Bank property, reported by F. M. 
Blount, George B. Swift, and Owen F. Aldis, 
who acted for the School board as ap- 
praisers. They fixed the value of property 
at $1,000,000, which means an annual rental 
of $60,000. Complaint is made that the ap- 
praisement was not in accordance with law. 
The statement is made that the oath re- 
quired by the statutes was not administered 
to the appraisers before they undertook the 
work.

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Captain Says Italy Will Not Use Force 


Rate Matters. | 


The Chicago and Northwestern’s annual 
report for) the fiscal year ending on May 31, 
1898, which was issued yesterday, is the 
best that has been made in many years.

The charges to operating expenses for 
maintenance of way, structures, and equip- 
ment amounted to 40.6 per cent of the total 
operating expenses for the year, being an 
increase of $2,015,821 over the previous 
year’s outlay for similar purposes. These 
expenditures have greatly improved the 
physical condition of the property, increased 
its facilities for doing * business, and per- 
manently added to the safety and economy 
of operation, 


Progress in Track Elevation. 

Tite work of elevating the tracks of the 
company at street crossings within the 
city limits of Chicago, as required by certain 
| ordinances, and to which reference was made 
in the last annual report to the shareholders, 
has been vigorously prosecuted. The main 
line has been elevated on the Milwaukee di- 
vision from Wrightwood avenue to Rose- 
hill, a distance of 3.75 miles, including the 
construction of twenty-one subways at street 
crossings; on the Wisconsin division from 
Clybourn Junction to Mayfair, 4.6 miles, with 
twenty-five subways and one footway: on 
the Galena division from California avenue 
to Forty-second avenue, 1.85 miles, with 
seven subways, and the Rockwell street line, 
1.66 miles, with nineteen subways; ora total 
of 11.86 miles of main line within the city 
elevated above the street level, and a total 
of seventy-two subways and one footway, re- 
placing old grade crossings. 

Portions of the elevated lines include three, 
four, and five tracks, with side tracks and 
tracks to factories, and the whole amount 
of elevated track now constructed within 
the city is-equivalent to a total of twenty 
miles of elevated double track railway, with 
10,655 lineal feet of double track street bridg- 
ing, resting on stone piers and abutments. * 

A_city ordinance has been passed requiring 
the elevation of the company’s tracks on the 
Wisconsin division from Chicago avenue to 
Wrightwood avenue, a distance of 2.70 miles. 
Some work on this section will be done dur- 
ing the present season with the expecta- 
tion of completing the elevation of tracks 
early next year. 


Canadian Pacific Capituatates. 
Indications are that the Canadian Pacific 
passenger rate war will be settled before the 
Interstate commission gets her on Aug. 1 
next to give a hearing in the matter. The 
Canadian Pacific officiais have become much 
alarmed over the prospect of hostile legisla- 
tion by Congress upon the recommendation 
of the commission. They are now ready to 
make imporgant concessions to the Amer- 
ican lines, and no longer insist upon differen- 
tial rates. Sir William Van Horne, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific, had a confer- 
ence in St. Paul last week with President 
Hill of the Great Northern and President 
Mellen of the Northern Pacific, and they 
have practically come to an understanding 
regarding the matter. President Van 
Horne agreed to watve all his former de- 
mands, except that his company be given ex- 
clusively the control of certain business that 
it claims to be local, particularly that from 
Canadian points to the Kootenai region. 
The consent of the Grand Trunk railway has 
to be procured before the United States lines 
can consent to accept this proposition. 


General Railway Notes. 


General Passenger Agents of the Omaha lines 
will meet here t y for the purpose of devising 
measures to stop scalpers from demoralizing the 
rates.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Lansing, Mich., July 25.—[{Special.]—Insurance 
Commissioner Campbell has just completed his 
annual report, in which, after briefly criticising 
some of the questionable practices of the ol@ line 
life companies, he dwells at great length and 
caustically on the general subject of assessment 
insurance, giving the public, or such of it as is 
insured in the latter clase of companies, a warning 
of what it can expect in the way of increased 
assessments and failing associationa The com- 
missioner prefaces his remarks with the state- 
ment that at the close of last year the insurance 
earried upon Nfe in Michigan was as follows: 
Old line, legal reserve, $186,571,796; coJperative, 
assesement, $46,979,764; fraternal, assessment, 
$179,971, 150. 

The old line companies, he says, cannot suc- 
ceasfully controvert the charge that too much is 
often loaded upom the mortality element of: the 
life insurance premium for expense, and it is be- 
cause of this that a plausible showing for the 
existence of assessment companies is made.: 
Exorbitant salaries and lavish outlays by some of 
these companies are said to make the expense ele- 
ment quite equal to the amount necessary to pay 
death claims, and to make policy-holders sus- 
Picious that the company is either collecting too 
much money from them or that it must fail 
through mismanegement. 

Within the last year many of the assessment 
companies, both fraternal and codperative, con- 
structed upon the low-rate plan, have gone into 
the hands of receivers. They were collecting 
just enough premiums to pay losses and expenses, 
laying by no reserve for increased mortality, which 
every company must experience sooner or later. 
Dishonest schemers an@ manipulators have or- 
ganized cempanies to provide themselves with 
jobs, and have made policy-holders believe that 
they were getting insurance good for life. Some 
of them have even gone so far as to make at least 
a@ partial promise to pay one-half the certificate 
at the age of 70, although not collecting enough 
to keep themselves alive for ten years from their 
organization. The report declares that the crime 
in conmection with cheap assessment ineurance 
is not that such companies have no merit, but 
that members are deceived by their false promises, 
and the commissioner submits that every person 
ineuring in such associations should be made to 
know that his tmeurance is but temporary, and 
that the rates are sure to increase. 

The adjustment of the affairs of the Chicago 
Stamping company, which failed July 7, has 
brought out one of the interesting revenue stamp 
questions. There have been two assignments of 
policies held by the company, one /to the Sheriff 
and another to Frank Sturges, who has’ bought 
the property. The law provides for stamps on 
every assignment, based on the full amount of 
the premium originally paid. In the present in- 
stance a $5,000 policy is ornamented with 38 cents 
in stamps. The full amount of stamps go on, 
even when the policy has almost expired. The 
agent who originally placed the line is not paying 
any attention to the, assignments, but another 
agent has volunteered to see to the transfers, 
the question is raised as to who should furnish 
the stamps.
